“My bill is quite uncomplicat 
ed.

It is an amazingly strange situa­ 
tion and you become more con­ 
founded by it as you contemplate 
this patched-pants Wall hurriedly 
built in a ‘few weeks, watch sneer­ 
ing East German guards perched 
like monkeys on elevated stands 
on the East German side, regard 
police guarding the West Berlin 
side in the American, British and 


East Germans had been escap­ 
ing to West Berlin by the thous­ 
ands, of course, during the past 
few years. As the Berlin crisis 
worsened last summer, the flow 
of refugees went from SOO daily 
to 3,000 daily. In the last decade 
more than a million East Ger­ 
mans had slipped into West Ber­ 
lin to be flown from 
refugee 
camps within the city to West 
German regions outside East Ger­ 
many. 


I suppose Khrushchev may have 
blundered, propaganda-wise. when 
he ordered the Wall built. He 
proved beyond all doubt that the 
East Berlin “paradise'* was be­ 
coming little more than a living 
hell ami a poor example of Soviet 
influence. He apparently had to 
do something to halt the flow of 
Germans to the West, even though 
what he did was a violation of 
the Berlin treaty. 


Yet. propaganda is soon forgot 
ten. The actuality of the Wall re­ 
mains and in the minds of West 
Berliners, as well as the East. will 
remain for many, many years to 
come. 


General Clay, of Berlin Airlift 
fame, did an excellent job as 
President Kennedy's special am ­ 
bassador. during the late summer, 
fall and winter, of allaying Berlin 
fears of a Kremlin take-over.
